lose your home and material possessions, but 
also all of your books and class notes. College is 
difficult enough without these kinds of obstacles.” 

In order to get the needed items to the stu- | 
dents quickly the Salvation Army purchased the 
linens in advance and presented them to the 
students with a card from BCC. The students 
plan to continue the program until enough money 
is raised to cover the cost. 


FOSTERING 
INTERNATIONAL 
EDUCATION 
AT BCC 


n December the second group of scholars 
I under the Cooperative Association of States 
for Scholarships (CASS) Program graduated 
from BCC. The first group completed their 
studies in August. The students were awarded 
AAS degrees in Industrial Technology with 
Emphasis in Quality Assurance. They have 
since returned home to serve the needs of 
their nations. Most of them are assuming 
important positions and applying training 
experience obtained at BCC. 

Sponsored by the US Agency for Interna- 
tional Development and administered by 
Georgetown University, the CASS Program 
and its predecessor, the Central American 
Scholarship Program, have been in existence 
for six years. The program provides opportu- 
nities for higher education to disadvantaged 
yet deserving students from Central American 
and Caribbean nations. 

Students receive academic training as well 
as opportunities for professional growth anda 
knowledge of life in the United States. In turn, 
the CASS Program enhances BCC’s commit- 
ment to international education and mutual 
cooperation. 

For the first six months students live with 
host families to become familiar with U.S. 
culture and language. Many students arrive 
with little or no English and practice what they 
learn at BCC by conversing with their host 
families. Students and families have enjoyed 
taking trips and vacations and celebrating typi- 
cal American holidays together. Through the

CASS Program and BCC, students are able to 
visit museums and cultural landmarks in New 
York City, Boston, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton, DC. 

The CASS students greatly contribute to the 
community at large. During the two-year pro- 
gram they participate in school activities such 
as sports teams (six of BCC’s soccer players 
last fall were CASS students) and the Interna- 
tional Student Organization. They created, with 
the support of the American Society for Qual- 
ity Control (ASQC) Binghamton Section, the 
ASQC Student Chapter. They give presenta- 
tions on their home countries at local high 


schools, coach youth soccer teams, partici- 
pate in church activities and every year they 
join the League of Women Voters to help 
during election night reporting at the Broome 
County Board of Elections. 

Host families are currently being sought for 
a new group of CASS students expected to 
arrive in August. There is a monthly stipend for 
room and board and it’s a great opportunity to 
make new friends. Past host families give the 
CASS students high marks for appreciation, 
participation in family activities, sharing ideals 
and just having fun!

DEVELOPMENT 


DECKER HEALTH SCIENCE CENTER GETS FINAL APPROVAL 


W ith the recent passage of the budget by 
the New York State Legislature, the 


Decker Health Science Center can now 
become a reality. Calls to the offices of 
Assemblyman James Tallon and Senator 
Thomas Libous (BT ’73) confirmed that the 
$5 million request for State capital funds, 
which was included in Governor Cuomo’s 
final budget submitted to the Legislature, 
remained intact after legislative scrutiny and 
the final vote. 

According to BCC president Dr. Donald 


Dellow, many people were helpful in securing 
the Governor’s help. Included are State 
legislators Assemblyman Tallon, Senator Libous 
and Assemblyman Richard Miller. 

Also helpful, according to Dr. Dellow, were 
college trustees, Health Sciences advisory com- 
mittee members, other community leaders, 
and College staff. Dellow further stated that 
the editorial support of the local news media 
was instrumental in getting the Governor’s 
backing, as well as that of the legislators. 

The total cost of the Decker Project is 
$10 million. Funding began with private 


support of $1.5 million: $1 million from the 
Dr. G. Clifford and Florence B. Decker Founda- 
tion, with the remainder coming from 
12 other private sources. 

Another commitment of $3.5 million was 
received from Broome County with unani- 
mous support from County Executive Timo- 
thy Grippen and the County Legislature. 

With State approval, the project can now 
proceed. The first step will be the choosing of 
an architect. Actual site preparation and con- 
struction is likely to begin either late in 1992 or 
spring, 1993, according to College officials. 


PLANNED GIVING 


0 what is this “Planned Giving,” you ask. 
Fair enough. 

Planned Giving is the term referring to 
gifts that require a professional person to 
complete (staff and possibly donor’s advi- 
sor). Usually they are larger, one-time gifts to 
establish endowed funds, the principal to be 
invested and the income to be used to sup- 
port the Foundation generally or for one 
specific program. They nearly always are 
named for the donor or for a loved one of the 
donor. 

To date, most planned gifts have been 
made by regular contributors to the 
Annual Fund, the success of which is essen- 
tial to the Foundation’s ability to serve. 
Whether given in one’s lifetime or by be- 
quest, planned gifts provide numerous tax 
benefits to the donor while serving the Col- 
lege and its students forever. As well as those 
given annually, lifetime gifts of this nature 
may be matched by employers. 

Though not an exhaustive list, most 
planned gifts have been received in the 
following ways: 

¢ BEQUEST - With simple language, a gift 
can be left in one’s will. The income can be 
used for general purposes or for a special 
interest of the donor; 

¢ LIVING ENDOWMENT - One-time or 
periodic gifts made to establish a fund during 
one’s lifetime. Retirement, the loss ofa friend 
or family member, a large taxable transac- 
tion, any of these and more can be the 
reason; 

¢ POOLED INCOME FUND - A life- 
income plan that allows the donor to receive 
regular income, an up-front tax benefit and, 
finally, the establishment of a specific 
endowed fund. Because the Pooled Fund is 
already established, there is no cost to the 
donor for this purpose. 

All of these gift vehicles can be funded 
with cash gifts, appreciated securities, real 
property or life insurance.

Like 
many, Randy lost his job as a result of the 
recession. Unlike many, this thirty-seven year 
old decided to go back to school and change 
careers. 

Randy started by visiting the Counseling 
Center at BCC. An Interest Inventory Exam 
revealed some surprising results: his top 
interests/skills were photography and x-ray. 

He chose to pursue a career in Radiologic 
Technology after reading a lot of literature and 
speaking with others in the profession. One of 
the biggest selling points was that he found the 
security of the medical field appealing. 

In his first semester at BCC Randy 
received a scholarship for $150 from the 
Mildred Faulkner Truman Foundation. The 
scholarship is given to a Tioga County resident 
based on financial need. “The money covered 
the cost of my books and gave me a good start,” 
he said. 


Randy faced yet another set-back when his 
wife lost her job last fall. He was forced to 
consider finding a job to make ends meet 
while putting school on hold. Luckily, a sec- 
ond scholarship came through. 

“The $850 scholarship from Dr. and Mrs. 
Orville F. Nielsen was the deciding factor that 
enabled me to continue my schooling”, he 
said. The Nielson scholarship is given to a 
student who has successfully completed two 
semesters of study with a minimum 2.0 grade 
point average preferably in the area of Health 
Sciences. Financial need is also an additional 
requirement. 

Upon graduation in May, Randy hopes to 
find work locally as an X-Ray technician. 

With a 3.9 grade point average, the scholar- 
ship donors can consider Randy Hillman a 
good investment. 
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TOM CARTER... “STICKING” TO IT 


nce you've seen Tom Carter's act you 
Oo never forget it. He’s the very tall, very fit 
guy who wears running attire and travels 
around the country spinning a basketball on 
the end of a 21' stick. Not many can fit this 
description. 

Tom, BCC’s Intramural Director and Fitness 
Center Supervisor, found overnight fame after 
a very long road trip, a three-pointer, a stand- 
ing ovation and a little “Magic.” He explains 
the secret of his success in this interesting 
interview... 

How did this all begin? In 1970, my idol, 
Pete Maravich played for LSU and could spin 
a basketball on the tip of his finger. I wanted 
to learn how to do this trick so I practiced for 
nearly a year until I got good at it. Once I could 
do it well, I picked up a broken golf club from 
my desk and spun the basketball on the end of 
it. It worked great so I wanted to try some- 
thing longer. I went into the woods and found 
a four foot long stick and that worked great. 
Everything just evolved from there. 

How long is the stick you’ re using now? 
I have two sticks. I call them stick one and 
stick two. I found them near Ely Park and I 
guess my best one, stick one, is twenty one 
feet long. I slide copper tubing on the end of 
it and extend it to thirty feet when I perform. 

When did you begin performing in front 
of groups? I started doing it at road races 
during the awards ceremonies. (note: Tom has 
been voted “Runner of the Year” by the Press 
& Sun Bulletin for the last four years) 

How did you get national attention? My 
big break came when former BCC Athletic 
Director, Tony Quagliata, talked the Orlando 
Magic team into giving me a try-out. I drove 
down with my stick tied to the roof of my car 
and they put me in during a time-out in the 
fourth quarter. I made a three-pointer and got 
a standing ovation. There were many NBA 
scouts there who wanted me to perform dur- 
ing their games so ever since then I’ve been 
traveling and performing my routine. 


How often do you perform? This year I’m 
doing 27 NBA and major college games. I travel 
on weekends and use my vacation time. 

How are you received? I’ve done 20 of 27 
NBA arenas and there’s a big difference in 
crowd response. People look at me like [ma 
three legged horse ora two headed person. It’s 
just sucha weird thing to them. If | make a shot 
there’s always applause. If I miss I get booed. 
I’ve been booed in Houston, Dallas...Denver 
was rough. I’ve been well received in Los 
Angeles, Phoenix and Miami. It’s an up and

down thing. A lot of it depends on how the 
home team is playing. 

Do you have an agent? Yes, I am profes- 
sional now with an agent who takes care of the 
financial arrangements including travel and 
hotel expenses. 


You seem to enjoy what you’re doing. 
Oh, yeah. All the players and coaches stop and 
watch me and after the game they'll come up 
and ask questions. They appreciate it more 
than anyone because they understand what 
goes into it. I remember noticing Larry Bird 
and Magic Johnson watching me. 

Who is your favorite team? The Orlando 
Magic. Nothing can compare to what hap- 
pened in Orlando. My favorite team to perform 
in front of though is the Los Angeles Lakers. It’s 
wild performing in front of all the Hollywood 
stars. 

What’s your best shot? My most spectacu- 
lar shot, when it works, is my drop shot from 
twenty five feet above the basket. When I 
make it the crowd loves it. But I'd have to say 
my best shot is my three-pointer. I've made 
that 83% of the time. 

I know you’ve been on ESPN and 
America’s Funniest People. Tell me about 
them. I teamed up with the Phoenix Sun’s 
gorilla for a slam-dunk that made ESPN’s “Play 
of the Week.” That was pretty exciting. As far 
as “America’s Funniest People,” someone vid- 
eotaped me performing at a road race and 
submitted it to the show. I received a call 
saying I was a finalist for their inaugural show. 
They flew me out to Los Angeles and I ended 
up winning second place and three thousand 
dollars. I still don’t know who submitted the 
tape. 

What do you think about your success 
I’m prouder of it than my accomplishments as 
a runner. This is a personal achievement. It’s 
my Own invention and nobody else can do it. 
It’s become a profession. Incidentally, BCC 
gets some publicity when I perform. The 
college is mentioned on the PA system when 
I’m introduced and I wear a BCC tank top. 

What are your plans for the future? Just 
to finish the tour and then Ill start training for 
competitive running. For now I’m just enjoy- 
ing living out my dream come true.
